Norman Kwong died earlier this month at the age of 86. He was famous in Alberta as the first Asian- 
Canadian to play in Canada’s professional football league. He also worked as Alberta’s lieutenant- 
governor, the person who represents the Queen in the provincial government. (It is pronounced lef- 
tenant governor in Canada)

Story 1 Hillary Clinton is once again on the campaign trail after taking a few days 
off to recover from pneumonia. Clinton is running for president of the 
United States as the democratic party nominee. On Sunday, she left a 
memorial commemorating the 9-11 attacks in New York City because she 
said she was "over heated". On her way out, she was seen staggering and 
being helped into a vehicle. Her campaign staff later said she had been 
diagnosed with pneumonia a week ago. Her opponent, Donald Trump, has 
been using her illness to illustrate why he thinks Clinton is not suited to be 
president. He has said she "lacks the mental and physical strength". In July, 
Clinton released a report from her personal physician saying she was in 
"excellent physical condition" and fit to serve as president. Meanwhile, 


Trump released a four-paragraph letter from his doctor saying he would be 
the "healthiest individual ever elected to the presidency". Voters will go to 
the polls to elect a president in the United States on Tuesday, November 
8t, 


Story 2 In Calgary, people took some time this week to remember Norman Kwong, 
who died earlier this month. Kwong was a well-known figure in Alberta. He 
was the first person of Chinese heritage to play in the Canadian Football 
League. He joined the Calgary Stampeders in 1948, and later played for the 
Edmonton Eskimos. He was one of the first owners of the Calgary Flames, 
and in 2005, he became Alberta's 16th lieutenant-governor. A public state 
memorial was held to honour Kwong on Tuesday in Calgary. Among those 
at the memorial were Premier Rachel Notley, former Prime Minister 


Stephen Harper, and current lieutenant-governor Lois Mitchel. Kwong was 
remembered as a humble person, who always put his family first. Norman 
Kwong died on September 3rd. He was 86 years old. 


Story 3 When the Duke and Duchess of Cambridge come to Canada later this 
month, they will be bringing the youngest royals with them. Three-year-old 
Prince George and 1-year-old Princess Charlotte will be coming with their 
parents Will and Kate. This is the Duke and Duchess's second visit to 
Canada and the first for the children. The Royal Family will be visiting 
British Columbia and Yukon during their 8-day visit. The tour will include 
stops in Victoria, Vancouver, Haida Gwaii, and Whitehorse, and will focus 
on charities and First Nations culture. For anyone lucky enough to meet the 
Royal family when there are in Canada there are some rules to follow. 


There will be no "selfies" allowed, and no hats after 6:30 pm. As for what to 
call them, "Your Royal Highness" or "Sir and Ma'am" is acceptable. The 
family is expected to arrive in Canada on September 24th.
